SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION

Defendant shall register pursuant to the provisions of the Sex Offender Registration and Notification Act, or any applicable 
state registration law. The defendant shall submit his person, and any property, house, residence, vehicle, papers, 
computer, other electronic communication or data storage devices or media, and effects to search at any time, with or 
without a warrant, by any law enforcement or probation officer with reasonable suspicion concerning a violation of a 
condition of probation or unlawful conduct by the person, and by any probation officer in the lawful discharge of the 
officer's supervision functions. 

Defendant shall not use a computer to access any on-line computer service at any location including employment for the 
purpose of viewing, obtaining, or transmitting child pornography or other sexually explicit materia). 

Defendant shall not access Internet chat rooms for the purpose of obtaining child pornography or enticing children under 
the age of 18 to engage in sexually explicit activity. 

Defendant shall consent to third party disclosure to any employer of potential employer concerning computer-related 
restrictions and monitoring requirements. 

Defendant shall not possess or use a computer with access to any on-line computer service at any location including 
employment without the prior written approval of the Court. This includes any Internet Service provider, bulletin board 
system or any other public or private network or e-mail system.
